NOTES. 


1. The index of employment is the ratio of the number in employment to the estimated number of wage earners available for 
employment. The index of unemployment is the residue, but both indexes are derived by modifying the Census ratios in accordance with 
subsequent changes in number in employment and number estimated to be available for employment. 

2. ‘* Number in employment ”’ is virtually a direct record ; “ number of available wage earners "’ is an estimate derived by increasing 
the total wage earners in employment (plus unemployed) at the Census of 1933 in ratio to the annual increase in persons aged 15 to 64 
years, separate calculations being made for the sexes, and allowance made for net immigration. In order to increase the degree of precision 
in the index, adjustment is made in the number of available wage earners thus estimated to allow for (a) increase in the proportion of females 
who are wage earners, (b) youths who were without occupation but were not recorded in the wage-earning group at the Census of 1933. 
Adjustment for seasonal variations in employment is not made except in respect of casual retail employees in December. Since the outbreak 
of war, adjustment is due on account of enlistments in naval, military and air forces, and on account of women and adolescents (not formerly 
of the wage-earning group), who have entered employment. Data for such adjustments are being sought. 

3. At the Census of 1933, 15,142 persons, or | .8 per cent. of total dependent on employment, were unemployed by reason of illness, 
accident, &c., or voluntarily. These are excluded from the indexes above, which relate to percentages of available wage earners employed 
and unemployed. 

4. The percentages of unemployment shown above are approximations relating to all wage earners of both sexes. Separate 
estimates for males and females cannot be made from the data available. 
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QUEENSLAND : EMPLOYMENT AND UNEMPLOYMENT. 


The following table, compiled by the Queensland Bureau of Industry from census results, unemployed 
insurance contributions, workers’ compensation records, and shop and factory returns, replaces that — 
published in the Review prior to November, 1939. The table gives a comprehensive statement of all persons 
in work (other than relief work) in Queensland, whether as employees, employers, or independent workers. 
A full percentage of unemployment, covering the whole working population, is also shown; this percentage 
can be defined as the ratio of the number of persons seeking and capable of work and not in work, to the 
total of the working population.

NOTES. 


|. For each month of 1937-38 and 1938-39 the figures in the table may be regarded as providing a virtually complete record of 
total employment based on final collected figures. They are a combination of monthly figures received currently and annually, covering 
both private and public employment. They are deficient only to the inappreciable extent that some relief and other intermittent 
workers and domestic workers in private homes are not covered by the monthly returns. On the other hand, to the extent that they 
embrace the majority of workers subject to intermittent employment over the whole year, they reflect fully the seasonal and all other 
influences upon employment in Tasmania. 

2. For the months since June, 1939, the figures are estimates based upon the current monthly movements of all public 
authority employment and of about 44 per cent. of total private employment. For a given month the figure of total private employment 
of the corresponding month of the previous year is changed in the ratio of the change of the current figure of private employment. 
The indication of the position for all employment in Tasmania given by this technical procedure must be read in the light of other 
indications of current change.

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TRADE UNION UNEMPLOYMENT RETURNS. 


The only regular records of unemployment available in comparable form over a considerable period 
are the quarterly percentages reported by trade unions to the Commonwealth Statistician. ~The membership 
of the reporting unions consists predominantly of males, and represents at present about 54 per cent. of the 
total trade union membership and about 20 per cent. of all wage and salary earners. 

The percentages stated for New South Wales and Queensland differ from those given on previous pages 
partly because of differences in the field of employment covered, and partly because the trade union returns 
relate only to the position as it is known to the unions.

BALANCE OF OVERSEA TRADE. 


In the following table the oversea trade of the Commonwealth in physical commodities has been set out 
in a form which distinguishes between the ordinary trade in commodities other than gold, those movements 
of gold which may be regarded as resulting from current Australian production, and those movements of gold 
which cannot be attributed to the fact that Australia is a gold-producing country. The balance of trade on 
“ current ” account (that is, including credits from gold produced rather than gold exported) is given in columns 
Dand E. The total balance of trade, as officially recorded, is given by the total of columns D and F. 


Out of the credits mentioned above, together with those accruing from other “‘ invisible” sources and 
existing balances of “ oversea funds”, Australia has to provide for various recurrent charges incurred overseas, 
and some payments of a capital nature. Chief among the former are the oversea interest commitments of the 
Australian Governments and other public bodies, which for the present trade year are estimated at approximately

EXPORT PRICE INDEX (CHANGING BASE). 


In computing the monthly index-numbers given on the previous page, the prices are multiplied by the 
average quantities exported during a fairly recent and representative period. Hence, while they indicate 
satisfactorily the general trend of the market, they take no account of the relative quantities actually sold at the 
different prices ruling during each month. In consequence the index-numbers do not give an adequate 
indication of the significance of the price movements as they actually affected current sales. This is shown more 
accurately by the index-numbers (inclusive of gold) in the following table, in the computation of which the 
“ quantity-multipliers’’ are changed each month. The index-numbers are designed solely for comparisons of 
current prices with those of the corresponding months, or periods of months, of the preceding year.

WHOLESALE TRADE. 


Some indication of fluctuations in the value of wholesale trade is given by the returns made under the 
Sales Tax Acts, but care must be exercised in interpreting the figures. The returns do not relate to all 
wholesale trade, nor do they cover a constant proportion of all trade. The effects of legislative and administrative 
changes on the recorded values of taxable and exempt goods respectively are somewhat uncertain, although 
total recorded sales are affected in smaller degree by such changes. Insufficient information is available to 
enable adjustments to be made to the crude figures on this account. Except where such changes are indicated, 
the “ preliminary” figures are fairly comparable with one another, but they are not directly comparable with 
the “final ’’ figures. 


An index of activity in New South Wales is afforded by monthly returns of the sales of 42 large factories.

RETAIL TRADE. 


Statistics of retail sales are collected in three States but are available for publication in only two, viz., 
New South Wales and Queensland. In New South Wales the Retail Traders Association Research Bureau, 
In co-operation with the Commonwealth Bank, collects returns from a number of large Sydney stores. In 
Queensland returns are collected by the Bureau of Industry from twelve large department stores in Brisbane 
and their branches in country towns. Because of the relatively rapid development of chain store business, it is 
uncertain to what extent the department store figures are representative of all retail trade.

BANK CLEARINGS. 


In the absence of statistics of debits to customers’ accounts, bank clearings form a useful index of the 
money-value of cheque payments. Since they do not include cheques deposited in the banks on which they are 
drawn, the figures are not exhaustive, and their comparability is sometimes impaired by the effects of banking 


amalgamations. 


Cheque clearings connected with the redemption or issue of Treasury Bills have been excluded 


from the following table, but adjustments have not been made for other sporadic transactions concerned with 


public finance.
